The court martial previous­ 
ly heard charges of kidnapping 
and carrying a concealed dead­ 
ly weapon, and dismissed them.|

Air 


NORMAL TEMPERATURE 
EXPECTED TODAY 


A freak electrical snow-storm 
ended a rare midwinter heat 
wave in Pottstown and the area 
Friday, as the early afternoon 
was wracked by high winds, 
hail, 
rain, 
lightning, 
snow, 
thunder and sleet. 
It ended nearly a week of 
Springlike 
temperatures 
that 
reached 70 degrees and broke 
all-time high records. 


Raging winds and lashing 
rain downed tree branches, 
smashed 
some 
windows, 
flipped over signs and sent 
containers 
spinning, 
A 
window in the Pottsgrove 
High school was broken by 
a gust of wind. 


The biggest concern was 
over what might have been — 
more than a foot of snow was 
narrowly 
avoided 
because 
it 
didn’t get cold enough quickly 
enough.

IT WOULD have come on the 
eve of the first anniversary of 
the “ Blizzard of ’66,” a 17 inch 
i snowstorm last Jan. 29 and 30. 
Instead it was nearly all rain. 
The hail, followed by sleet and 
snow mixed, fell only between 
1:15 and 1:45 p.m. Friday. 
The accumulation of precipi­ 
tation Friday, starting at 
11 
a.m. and up to midnight, was 
one inch and 63 hundredths.

W ERE TESTING OUT 
US MOON SHIP 
CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— The entire three-man crew of 
the Saturn Apollo 1 mission was 
killed Friday night in a flash 
fire aboard the huge space craft 
designed to take man to the 
moon. 
Killed in the blaze were Air 
Force Lt. Col. Virgil I. (Gus) 
Grissom, one of the seven origi­ 
nal Mercury astronauts; Air 
Force Lt. Col. Edward H. White 
II, the first American to walk in 
space, and Navy Lt. Cmdr. Rog­ 
er B. Chaffee, a rookie awaiting 
his first flight in space. 
The astronauts 
apparently 
died instantly. They were the 
first to be killed in a spacecraft 
and, ironically, died while 
the ground. 
Three others have died 
duty-connected mishaps. 
The fire broke out at 6:31 p.m. 
(Pottstown time) while the three 
men were involved in a full- 
scale simulation of the schedul­ 
ed Feb. 1 launch that was to 
take them into the heavens for 
14 days of orbiting the earth. 
They were trapped behind 
closed hatches, a National Aero- 
natics and Space Administration 
spokesman said.

Paul Haney, voice of the as­ 
tronauts, said he understood 
there was a fire in the cockpit. 
Me said monitors received no 
wrord from the astronauts dur­ 
ing the fire. 
Haney said 25 members of the 
launch pad crew were treated 
for smoke inhalation but that 
none was believed to be serious. 
Haney said space agency offi­ 
cials were alerted by someone 
on the ground that the fire had 
broken out. He said emergency 
crews tried to reach the astro­ 
nauts but wrere blocked by the 
dense smoke that rolled out of 
the cockpit. 
The fire was reported during 
a “plugs-out” test of the booster 
and Apollo I craft. Haney said 
the test meant that the booster 
and space craft were operating 
on their own power systems and

Probed Pollution 
To the Editor: One will hardly believe the 
following but it is tru*. There need never be 
pollution of our stream s (in the past, now 
and in the fuutre) IF civic minded citizens 
would get on the ball in the same manner 
that they get on the hall when Hitlers and 
Communists try to take over. Pollution is 
not new nor is it restricted to our own waters 
for pollution is now world-wide. Alaska’s 
beautiful rivers are now becoming 'polluted. 
Who would think that our own Army or Navy 
installations would lie the culprit? In the past 
several vpars the above facts came to our 
attention twice. The St. Lawrence River, 
once one of the m««t beautiful rivers in the 
world is now dissrustingly polluted. Inter­ 
national governmental agencies can do but 
do not, at least effectively, control this in­ 
ternational riv e r.. 
Then, there is the sly term. Pollution 
Control. Agencies actually are going to let 
large industries along the banks of the Dela­ 
ware pollute up to a certain tolerable level. 
That, to this w riter’s mind is pretty ridicul­ 
ous. It is just like the control (from Washing­ 
ton) on cereal products for human consump­ 
tion. The cereal packers are allowed so many 
mouse or rat pellets to the ton. Now it is the 
pollution of our rivers and streams and even 
the tiny gullies from farms and communities 
where pollution is allowed up 1o a certain 
amount. 
That, dear citizens, is 
pollution 
control. Fish gag and die and steel firm 
lawyers protest too stringent laws. 
What about the cutting oil itself that is 
occasionally dumped into gullies, the ground 
or into whatever the steel firms can dump 
it? Ask the chief engineers, through their 
plant managers (just in case the olant man­ 
ager does not want to go to jail), what is 
done with the old used up cutting oil. 
Reams of paper can be used writing about 
detergents and its effect on fish life and the 
balance of nature, There, too, is one of the 
worst sources of pollution. I beg my own w ife 
not to use detergents of any kind in my one 
small contribution to anti-pollution. 
Over 30 years ago. lids writer did pollution 
tracking for the tV n newly formed Izaac 
Walton League (Philadelphia, first meeting 
at the Poor Richard Club). He unearthed the 
fact that at about that time a large steel 
company on the Delaware was dumping 
cutting oil and heavy waste greasy sludge into 
the Delaware river and doing it at night so 
no person could see what u’as being done. 
Today, it. is almost the same. Waste oils and 
sludge oils and grea-e are being dumped 
directly or indirectly into the river . . . but 
more so than ever before. 
I. for one, should give the present mem­ 
bers of State agencies who look after water 
pollution, the trust that they should deserve. 
Yet, how can I? For nearly 40 years, this 
writer has seen our rivers and stream s all 
over the county go «our. If state agencies 
really would do their job, barring truck 


'crashes, no spot of oil or chemical would get 
into our waters which we inherited from the 
Indians.

They 
soon exhaust themselves and 
seldom persevere to the bitter 
end.The second was too cautious, 
unwilling to abandon his family 
ties and responsibilities. He 
wanted to follow’ Christ, but not 
at that particular moment. The 
third was too sentimental, want­ 
ing to return home and put his 
affairs in order first, to ensure 
his earthly pleasure while in­ 
dulging his hope of eternal bliss. 
None of these people were fit 
disciples of Jesus. We are all 
given, to some degree, to such 
weaknesses, and we can be sure 
of God's mercy and forgiveness 
for them. However, to persist 
in such weaknesses, to fail to

WASHINGTON (AP) — 'The

Council has urged Surgeon Gen­ 
eral William H. Stewart to in­ 
crease his efforts to warn the 
public about what 'the council 
calls ‘'‘'the fatal consequences of 
cigarette smoking. ’*

notes lung cancer itow claims 
50,000' Ives a year. 
“The evidence obtained since 
the publication of the surgeon 
general’s report has substan­ 
tiated 'the conclusions of this 
separt," the council adds. 
It then urges that Stewart: “in­ 
crease his efforts to w an, ad­ 
vise and educate the population 
of the United States — man and 
woman, chid. and. adult — of the 
fatal consequences of cigarette 
smoking.* 
He is urged also to organize a 
vigorous and continuous cam­ 
paign for immediate action on 
the part, of all. individuals and. 
groups “to combat this epidem­ 
ic of lung cancer’* and to give 
his unqualified support to all 
legislation '“that will help eradi 
cate this major 'threat to our 
people. ’*
